In her last Olympics in 1996 
in Atlanta, Joyner-Kersee 
fought through injuries to win 
one more medal, a bronze in 
the long jump.

Capuchin monkeys, tradi- 
tionally kept as pets in South 
America, vary greatly by sub- 
species. They include white- 
faced, white-fronted, cinna- 
mon, weeper, tufted and 
black-capped. They are gener-

ally cat-sized, have tails the 
length of their bodies and can 
live more than 40 years 

Spider monkeys are found 
in tropical forests of southern 
Mexico, southern Bolivia and 
the Matto Grasso in Brazil. 
Their bodies range from about 
15 to 25 inches in length, while 
their prehensile tails are 
about 20 to 35 inches. They 
are gold, red, buff, brown or 
black and weigh 12 to 16 
pounds. Their hands are 
shaped like hooks, with long, 
narrow palms, curved fingers 
and no thumb 

Squirrel monkeys are just 
10 to 14 inches in length, 
weighing 1.5 to 2,5 pounds, - 
They originally hail from vir- 
gin and secondary forests or 
cultivated areas in northern 
South America to Peru, 
Bolivia, Paraguay and Brazil. 
They are covered in short. 
thick, soft and brightly col- 
ored fur, commonly white 
around the ears, eyes, throat 
and the sides of the neck. The 
top of the head is usually 
black to grayish, the fore- 
arms, hands and feet are red- 
dish or yellow with shoulders 
and hind feet gray. .
